Twelve people are in jail 
and three-quarters of a 
ton of hash oil worth as 
much as $7.5 million has 
been seized after a late- 
night drug bust on the 
coast of Eastern Shore. 

RCMP say a boat they be¬ 
lieve sailed from the 
Caribbean was unloading 
the drugs early Sunday 
morning when police raid¬ 
ed the operation. Nine 
men were arrested loading 
the drugs onshore while 
three more were captured 
on the sailing boat. 

In total, 750 kilograms of 
hash bound for central 
Canada oil was found. 

“It’s four in the morn¬ 


ing, you’re sailing your 
ship... and to find a 5,000 
ton warship very close 
with guys in black suits 
jumping on your boat,” 
said Cmdr. Bob Auchter- 
lonie of the HMCS Freder¬ 


icton. “To say ‘surprised’ 
would be a bit of an under¬ 
statement.” 

The RCMP said the men, 
who appeared in court yes¬ 
terday facing various drug 
charges, have ties to an or¬ 


ganized crime group. Intel¬ 
ligence gave police warn¬ 
ing about the drop-off 
about a week beforehand. 

Three boats and six vehi¬ 
cles were seized, but no 
weapons were found. 

Police would not put a 
dollar value on the haul, 
but three hash users con¬ 
tacted by Metro said a 
gram of hash oil typically 
sells for $10. That puts the 
value of the seized drugs at 
up to $7.5 million. 

One source said the oil is 
rare in Nova Scotia be¬ 
cause it is complex and dif¬ 
ficult to make. 

“Oh man, whoever made 
all that hash oil is so pissed 
right now,” said the man, 
who did not want to be 
named for obvious rea¬ 
sons. 


Luke ousted 
temporarily 
from charity

The failed Conservative 
candidate for the Halifax 
riding is now without a job 
and being investigated by 
her charity for “financial 
irregularities.” 

Rosamond Luke stepped 
down as a Tory candidate 
when it was revealed she 
had been convicted of ut¬ 
tering death threats. 

At the time the charity 
she founded, All Women’s 
Empowerment and Devel¬ 
opment Association (AWE- 
DA) issued a statement 
supporting Luke. 

Now, AWEDA chair Bren¬ 
da Saunders/Todd says 
Luke lied to them by say¬ 
ing the threats were due to 
her divorce. AWEDA sus¬ 
pended Luke with pay and 
began an investigation. 

Saunders/Todd said the 
organization discovered fi¬ 
nancial irregularities with¬ 
in the charity. Yesterday, 
Luke was suspended, this 
time without pay, pending 
a meeting about the issue. 

Saunders/Todd says the 
board now feels betrayed 
by Luke. “Absolutely, 100 
per cent,” she said. 

“It started with the be¬ 
trayal because we felt she 
wasn’t honest with us. Es¬ 
pecially in an organization 
like this you have to have 
the most integrity and 
transparency possible. And 
that was not the case.” 

Luke did not pick up her 
phone when contacted by 
Metro for comment, and 
her voice mail was full. 

Luke has the chance to 
address the board by 5 
p.m., which will be fol¬ 
lowed by a board meeting,

Home may be where the 
heart is, but when it 
comes to voting rights, the 
definition of “home" is 
confusing some students 
preparing to cast a munici¬ 
pal ballot. 

“If my parents live in 
Lunenburg, and if I’m go¬ 
ing to school in Halifax, 
and I’m a 28-year-old grad 
student, I still have to vote 
in Lunenburg,” said Tara 
Gault, executive director of 
the Halifax Student Al¬ 
liance. 

“They might consider 
Halifax their home, but 
that doesn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter.” 

Nova Scotia’s Municipal 
Elections Act says unmar¬ 
ried students have to vote 
where their family home 
is. Students from outside 
Nova Scotia can vote only 
if they’ve lived in the mu¬ 
nicipality for three months 
prior to the election. 

If a student went home

for the summer, they can’t 
vote in the Oct. 18 election. 

“It’s discriminatory, and 
politicians have said that,” 
Gault said. 

About 12,000 students 


come from other provinces 
every year. Colin Parrott, a 
journalism student at the 
University of King’s Col¬ 
lege, just moved from Vic¬ 
toria, B.C. 

“I’m paying tax here, 
why can’t I vote?” he said. 
“I don’t understand the 
three-month rule. Why 
three months? 

“I wouldn’t feel right 
voting in Victoria not be¬ 


ing there. I think that’s 
part of living in a demo¬ 
cratic country.” 

Donna Chislett, spokes¬ 
woman for the Depart¬ 
ment of Municipal Rela¬ 
tions, said if a student lives 
in their hometown for the 
summer, that’s considered 
their actual home. 

Changes would have to 
be approved by the provin¬ 
cial legislature, she said.

It didn’t cost millions to 
bid, but Halifax beat out 
some stiff competition to 
host a major marine sci¬ 
ence conference this 
week.

ery commissions around 
the world. 

Joe Horwood, president 
of ICES, said they try to 
anticipate questions 
they’ll get asked and the 
big question these days is 
how to manage coastlines. 

“What is the role of sci¬ 
ence in helping govern¬ 
ments with coastal plan¬ 
ning, which is a major is¬ 
sue every where,” he said. 

With companies mining 
the sea beds and trolling 
coastal waters, the 
waters close to shore are 


getting crowded. 

“So what tools can we 
develop to help manage it 
and how much habitat do 
we actually need?” 

A consensus needs to be 
made on what percentage 
of the coastline should be 
protected, Horwood ex¬ 
plained. 

There will be hundreds 
of presentations made by 
the time the conference 
wraps up Friday, but inter¬ 
woven in them all is a fa¬ 
miliar theme: Climate 
change. 

“Climate change is an 
overarching theme for all 
marine research right 
now. 

“If you look on the 
schedule, you’ll find cli¬ 
mate change talks in prac¬ 
tically every single ses¬ 
sion,” said Daniel Du- 
plisea, Canadian research 
scientist based in Quebec.

Oceans not a 'dumping ground': Jean

“One of those hopes, 
one of those dreams, one 
of those projects ... is to 
ensure the integrity of 
our ecosystems of which 
the sea is a vital part,” 
Jean said.

For the first time in 
a centuiy our exports to the 
U.S. are steadily diminish¬ 
ing. The border is not disap¬ 
pearing as John Turner 
once predicted. Washing¬ 
ton’s security paranoia sees 
it being ramped up. Presi¬ 
dential candidates are bash¬ 
ing NAFTA. 

Canada has come of age, 
is less colonially minded, is 
greatly empowered by its 
energy resources. Huge 
new markets are out there. 
It’s time, finally, to get the 
eggs out of one basket. 

As it has in the past, 
America will eventually get 
back on its feet. But unlike 
the last half-century, when 
it had no challengers to its 
paramountcy, a new 
megapower, China, is 
emerging. The old order, as 
we knew it, will never re¬ 
turn. 

Given our economic de¬ 
pendence on the U.S., that’s 
a danger. But it’s also an op¬ 
portunity. A chance to be 
less beholden, to diversify, 
to build new bridges, to 
chart our own way.

Masked gunmen 
kidnap 19 in Egypt 

Eleven Westerners among those missing 


Masked kidnappers have 
taken 19 people hostage, 
including Western tourists 
on safari in a remote 
desert border area of 
Egypt and whisked them 
over the frontier into 
Sudan, Egyptian officials 
said yesterday. 

The kidnapping was the 
first of its kind in Egypt in 
living memory, though Is¬ 
lamic militants have hit 
the country’s tourist indus¬ 
try in recent decades with 
bomb and gun attacks that 
have killed hundreds. 

Security sources said the 
kidnappers were demand¬ 
ing US$8.8 million to free 
the hostages, identified as 


five Italians, five Germans, 
a Romanian and eight 
Egyptians. They said there 
was no sign militant Is¬ 
lamists were involved. 

“They have been kid¬ 
napped and they have been 
moved outside the Egyptian 
borders by four criminals 
who have kidnapped them,” 
said Tourism Minister Zo- 
heir Garrana. “This is a gang 
act (by) masked men.” 

There were contradicto¬ 
ry reports about the fate of 
the hostages. Egypt’s for¬ 
eign minister, Ahmed 
Aboul Gheit, said at the 
United Nations that the 
tourists had been freed 
and were safe and sound, 


but officials later said that 
was not the case. 

“It is premature to say 
they are released. The nego¬ 
tiations are still continuing,” 
cabinet spokesman Magdy 
Radi said. Egypt’s state news 
agency MENA also said talks 
were still under way, citing 
an unnamed official. 

MENA reported the 
tourists had spent the 
night of Sept. 16 in a hotel 
in Dalchla oasis in Egypt’s 
Western Desert before 
heading out toward the 
Gilf al-Kebir national re¬ 
serve. They had been due 
to reach another oasis Sat¬ 
urday to end their tour, but 
never made it. reuters

If the shoe fits... or doesn't 

Some opting for cosmetic surgery on feet

Are you longing for a pair 
of high-heeled, pointy- 
toed boots for fall? Wish 
you had Sarah Jessica 
Parker’s slender tootsies? 

Use common sense to 
figure out whether those 
sexy boots in the store win¬ 
dow are realistic for you. 

Foot surgeons, especially 
in the U.S., are reporting 
women will go to extreme 
lengths to get their feet into 
glamorous boots and shoes. 

The most radical opera¬ 
tions are toe shortening, 
foot narrowing, toe ampu¬ 
tation and injecting sili¬ 
cone into the ball of the 
foot to add more padding. 

Orthopedic surgeons 
generally don’t do foot sur¬ 
gery unless the patient is 
in pain or can’t function 
properly, but that doesn’t 
stop some women from 
asking for purely cosmetic 
foot surgery. “Patients real¬ 
ly want it. They will deal 
with the pain afterward. 
They want to wear that 
shoe,” says Dr. Donald Bo- 
hay, a spokesperson for the 
American Orthopedic Foot 
and Ankle Society and an 
orthopaedic surgeon in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. “We 


don’t operate willy-nilly, 
we want to make sure the 
benefit is worth the risk.” 

The problem he says, is 
“to make the foot prettier, 
you make it worse.” 

Risks of 
foot surgery 
include infec¬ 
tion, nerve 
injury, pain, 
deformity 
and swelling

Dr. Bohay has had 
women ask him to shorten 
one of their toes because 
their feet look bad in san¬ 
dals. He always says no to 
cosmetic foot surgery, but 
fears another health care 
practitioner will eventual¬ 
ly say yes. “If someone 
wanted it badly enough, 
they could find someone to 
do it. It wouldn’t be right, 
but they could find some¬ 
body.” 

In Canada, says Dr. John¬ 
ny Lau, president of the 
Canadian Orthopaedic 
Foot and Ankle Society, the 


problem exists, but is less 
prevalent. “It’s done in the 
U.S. — shortening toes. I 
get people walking in occa¬ 
sionally (asking for the op¬ 
eration), but it is more 
common for 
Americans.” 
Dr. Lau — 
like other 

foot and an¬ 
kle surgeons 
— only oper¬ 
ates on peo¬ 
ple who are 
in pain or 
who can’t 

function 
properly. “I 
do turn peo¬ 
ple away,” 
says Dr. Lau, 
who is an orthopaedic sur¬ 
geon at University Health 
Network in Toronto. 

Dr. Lau is an advocate of 
designing shoes that fit the 
majority of the population, 
with wider toe boxes, for 
instance. He also hopes 
women use common sense 
when buying shoes. “Ex¬ 
pectations to get into cer¬ 
tain shoes are unrealistic,” 
he says. Ironically, those he 
does operate on — who 
may have painful bunions 
or clawfoot — usually de-

If you like a well-written 
story with strong acting 
and a few laughs, then 
George Bernard Shaw’s 
The Devil’s Disciple is the 
play for you. 

The critically acclaimed 
show is the first play of the 
45th season at Neptune The¬ 
atre and as a kick-off, The 
Devil’s Disciple gets things 
off to a very strong start. 

Under the thoughtful di¬ 
rection of Christopher 
Newton, the two-hour play 
is entertaining from begin¬ 
ning to end and is led by 
the strong acting of several 
main characters, including 
Paul Braunstein, who plays 
the lead role of Richard 
Dudgeon. 

First produced in 1897, 
The Devil’s Disciple was

Before you think I’m try¬ 
ing to put lipstick on a 
monkey or implying that 
any of these women are 
apes, hear me out. 

According to Dr. Frans 
De Waal, the noted prima- 
tologist author of Our In¬ 
ner Ape, when you’re a 
chimpanzee, achieving 
power is all about sex. 

“A male can increase his 
reproductive success by 
having access to as many 
mates as possible,” De 


Waal tells me over the 
phone from Atlanta, Geor¬ 
gia, where he is professor 
of primate behaviour at 
Emory University. “It’s not 
the same for females. Be¬ 
cause they can only have 
one baby every six years, 
promiscuity doesn’t in¬ 
crease her chances for re¬ 
production.” 

But, while female 
chimps do not rise to pow¬ 
er, female bonobos on the 
other hand rule collective¬ 
ly. They band together to 
dominate males. 

For women to be suc¬ 
cessful they need to have 
female support, says De 
Waal. With someone like 
Hillary Clinton, who is 
past her reproductive 
years, this is easier as she 
is no longer competition 
to younger women still 
needing access to males to 
reproduce. 

“(Republican vice-presi¬ 
dential nominee) Sarah 
Palin surprises me because 
of her age,” says De Waal. 
“I’m curious to see what 
will happen. My guess is 



that women will see her as 
competition if men find 
her sexy.” 

When I wonder what he 
makes of Green Party 
leader Elizabeth May’s re¬ 
cent power coup here in 
Canada muscling her way 
into the leadership debate, 
De Waal says this was 
probably tolerated because 
ultimately, she is not seen 
as a threat. 

It will be interesting to 
see how the increasing 
number of women on the 
power-playing field will 
play out. When males, be 
they chimps or men, com¬ 
pete for power their body 
language conveys physical 
dominance. They stand tall 
and puff their chests out. 
How is that going to work 
with a female politician 
next to you? 

“When (Democratic VP 
nominee Joe) Biden de¬ 
bates Palin, will he use his 
seniority and experience 


to humiliate her?” won¬ 
ders De Waal. “As a society, 
we don’t generally ap¬ 
prove of older men humili¬ 
ating younger women, so 
will he have to be nicer to 
her than he would a male 
politician?” 

According to the laws of 
the jungle, it may not fly. 

But, we’re not longer in 
the jungle, you say. And 
politics should be about is¬ 
sues, not gender. Well, as 
someone who studies gen¬ 
der and behaviour, De 
Waal begs to differ. 

“The issues or positions 
are actually secondary,” he 
argues. “We react to peo¬ 
ple on a very primal level. 
We’re probably more influ¬ 
enced by how someone 
touches someone than 
what they have to say.” 

So, when you watch the 
Canadian leadership de¬ 
bates Oct. 1 and 2, you 
might want to consider 
turning off the sound.

Low-fat Barbecued 
"Ribs” 

Meat doesn’t get much fat¬ 
tier than pork ribs, but you 
can get the same flavour by 
substituting pork 
tenderloin and cut the fat 
by 90 per cent. 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 pork tenderloins (about 340 
grams each), trimmed of fat 

1 medium red onion, chopped 
1 medium red bell pepper, 
seeded and chopped 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

1 cup ketchup 

% cup chili sauce 
Vi cup unsulfured molasses 
3 tablespoons Worcestershire 
sauce 

2 tablespoons light brown sug¬ 
ar 

2 teaspoons chili powder 
2 teaspoons mustard powder 
Hot red pepper sauce, to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Soak four 30-cm (12-in.) 
wooden skewers in water for 
30 minutes. Butterfly pork, cut 
into “ribs” and thread onto 
skewers. Cover and refrigerate. 

2. Place oven rack in the upper 
third of oven and preheat to 
230°C (450°F). Spray a jellyroll 
pan with cooking spray. Spread 
vegetables in the pan. Roast, 


tossing frequently, until brown 
and tender, about 15 minutes. 

3. Transfer to a food processor. 
Add ketchup, chili sauce, mo¬ 
lasses, Worcestershire, sugar, 
chili powder, mustard and red 
pepper sauce. Puree. Pour into 
a saucepan. Cover and cook 
over medium-low heat, stirring 
occasionally, until bubbling. 
Remove one cup sauce for bast¬ 
ing and keep remaining sauce 
hot. 

4. Spray barbecue grill gener¬ 
ously with cooking spray and 
preheat to medium. Baste both 
sides of pork with sauce. Grill 
until cooked through, turning 
and basting every four 
minutes. Serve with remaining 
sauce. SERVES 6
